OF ENTHUSIASTIC CITIZENS 


*Puesday evening last, January 15th, 
was a red letter day among the friends 
of Union Government, as on that day 
the friends of good government ex- 
tended to Dr. Michael Clark, the mem- 
ber elect for Red Deer Federal -con- 
stituency a banquet and love feast 
that will be remembered in Red Deer 
for many a day. , 

Owing to the crowd from all parts 
of the constituency it was necessary. 
to have two sittings at the tables, 
making nearly two hundred plates, 
while a number arrived too late for 
Bupper owing to a delayed train. 

The banquet was under the auspices 
of the ladies of the W.A. of St. Luke's 
Church and they are to be congratu- 
lated on the splendid spread, which 
was equal to anything of a cihid ever 
held*in‘ the city. 

After the inner man had bean satis- 
fied, all present adjourned to the upper 


Hall which/ was soon crowded to its 
full capacity. . 

Among those present from outside 
points were: Dr.McPherson, E. H. Mat- 
thias, E. J. Davis, and L. Bierinckx, of 
Castor; F. E. McLeod and A. M. Mc- 
Donald, Lacombe; F. W. Archer, Frank 
Thompson, Blair McMillan, Jas. Jen- 
son, A. Aspinall, of Innisfail; R. B. 
Campbell, A. Bowman, and M. R. May- 
bank, of Olds. Pine’ Lake, Penhold, 
Evarts, and other points were also re- 
presented. Dr. Clark was <accompan- 
ied by his son, Lieut. Clark, of the 
Princess Pats, who is on leave of ab- 
sence owing to wounds in the right 
hand and right knee and_who made a 
very favorable impression by his un- 
assuming manner and frank friendly 
talk. 

A very interesting musical program 
was given by Messrs. Kenny, Johns, 
‘and L. M. Gaetz, who rendered solos 
of high order and who were all en- 
cored. Mrs. Johns and J. EB. Welton 
presided as accompanists. 

Short but pointed addresses were 
given by Mr. Maybank, Olds; Mr. 
Archer, Innisfail; Mr. McDonald, La- 
combe; Lieut. Clark; Mr... Michener; 
Mr...Trotter, Calgary; and Dr. Clark. 
The representatives of Olds, Innisfail, 
and Lacombe reviewed some of the 
election results in their districts. Mr. 
Archer believed the Union government 
had given the old parties a great shak- 
ing up, and had begun well. Mr. May- 
bank rapped some Alberta Lberal lead- 
ers. Mr. McDonald commented on 
the intense interest throughout the 
States in Canada’s election,and among 
other nations. If Britain had been de- 
serted in that great crisis by her chief 
dominion, it would have dealt the war 
prosecution a most serious blow. None 
had responded to the call in 1914 as 
quickly as the West, and the West had 
responded just as emphatically at the 
election. All three spoke highly of 
Dr.'Clark's independent stand and 
great services. 

Lieut.Clark looked upon the victory 
of December 17th as a mandate from 
the people of Canada to her soldiers 
to carry on to the end and they would 
see, them through. Whether it was 
the heroes of St. Julien and Lange- 
mark, or the men coming in under the 
compulsory service, there would still 
be victory with the Canadian troops. 
He condemned Mr. Oliver’s attack on 
General Currie; General Currie was 
loved by his men, and had won his 
-Way to the Canadian chief command 
on his merits. A military order re- 
cently issued declared that soldiers 
would be courtmartialled if they used 
influence in order to obtain promotion, 
he laid it upon his hearers as civilians 
to observe the same rule and give the 
politicians a free hand from office 
seekers. If the soldiers were giving 
their best to Canada, as they were, 
they had a right to ask the folks at 
home to do the same.

Mr. MICHENER. 


Mr. Michener gave one of the best 
after dinner addresses ever delivered 
in Red Deer., He was in the best of 
fornr and. got off several light* quips, 
some’ against himself, which: put the 
audience in’;good humor, He was 
proud of/ Red: Deer's majority for 
Dr. Clark; .hé° himself did not 


get quite so large a one, but 
then Dr. Clark had _ the advantage 
of not living at Red Deer (Laughter). 
He quoted the Winnipeg Free Press as 
to the malignant nature of the cam- 
paign against Dr. Clark because of 
his outspokenness in the House. ,,.No 
feuture of the general election in West- 
ern Canada had given more general 
satisfaction, the Free Press said, than 
the complete defeat of the combination 
which pursued Dr. Clark with intent 
to Westroy him, Mr. Michener  re- 
viewed some of the circumstances un- 
der which he had believed it his duty 
to persuade his friends that they 
should get behind a Win-the-War can- 
didate like Dr. Clark. So long as Dr. 
Clark gave expression to the war aims 
and principles he had enumicated, so 
long would he support him. Mr. Mich- 
ener dealt with some of the phases of 
the election {in the wonderful vote of 
the. Western provinces behind Union 
government. It was the first time 
Western Canada had had a real voice 
in any Dominion government, and 
Western Canada was determined to 
back .up the boys and see the war 
through. He commended the great 
work of the States in Americanizing its 
immigration and believed one school, 
one language and one flag was the 
secret of their success, The ‘founda- 
tions in Western Canada should like- 
wise be laid in -equal rights to all, 
special privileges to none. Mr. Mich- 
ener urged his hearers v0 get away 
from the antagonisim and differences 
of narrow party politics. In Dr. Clark 
they had an able and fearless member. 
avho has.set influences to, work. which 
hid led the way to Union govecnment 
and had resulted in the happy  out- 
come of the December election. 

Mr. Trotter, of Calgary, was also 
present and delivered a rousing ad- 
dress. He said he only just dropped 
in by accident, but was’glad to be able 
to say a few words in favor of the old 
war horse, as he had delivered ad- 
dresses for Dr, Clark and had helped 
to elect him. He was given a good 
hearing. :

He 
saw a great deal of service with his 
regiment and had many narrow es- 
capes. He was shot in the right arm 
at Vimy Ridge, just after taking his 
platoon to its objective, he being in 
command at the time as the Lieuten- 
ant had been wounded some tme be- 
fore.

Board of Health of the Vil- 
lage of North Red Deer met on Jan. 7th 
and elected Wm. Snell as chairman and 
J. E. Welton as secretary. The report 
of the Medical Health Officer, Dr. Jno. 
Collison, was received and _ ordered 
filed. The report showed only one case 
of infectious disease in the Village dur- 
ing the year 1917. David Linn applied 
to the Board for a permit to keep a 
hog within the limits of .the Village, 
and as it was known that a number of 
the résidents wished to keep pigs, a 
resolution was passed giving the Sec- 
retary authorit;; to issue permits to 
any residents applying for same and 
agreeing to certain conditions. Per- 
sons keeping a hog within the Hmits of 
the Village without such permit will be 
liable for prosecution under the Public 
Health Act of the Province.

Sir,—I noticed in the locals ‘Of last 
week's “Advocate” a comment on the 
last meeting of the Red Deer School 
Board, in which ‘it. refers to fhe effi- 
cient and hard worked High School 
Staff complaining that the Board had 
not used them right in the matter of 
salaries, and that the Advocate agrees 
with them, and that it is a wise body , 
that knows when it is well off—which 


can distinguish economy from parsi- 
mony. It also stated that Principal 
Locke had given the Board an ultim- 
atum that unless he gets an increase - 
in his salary he will get out immedi- 
ately and go elsewhere, ‘and I suppose 
leave them in the lurch. 


Now, Mr. Editor, you can scarcely 
expect this to pass over without a 
word from some of the people. who 
have to raise the wherewithal which 
is necessary before these salaries and 
higher salaries can be furnished. The 
Advocate seems to place emphasis on 
their being efficient and hard worked. 
Their efficiency is conceded, otherwise 
they would not have been employed 
by the Board of Education, but as to 
their being hard worked—where will 
you find the tax payer, be he business © 
man or tradesman, who is not hard 
worked now, when the best’ of our 
young manhood is at the front. 


Now with regard to Principal 
Locke. This gentleman was employed 
by the Board as a single man at a time 
when it was an understood thing that 
no man, unmarried, eligible for mili- 
lary service was to be employed by 
public bodies: at a time when dastard- 
ly busy-bodies were taunting the 
schoolboys with their white feathers, 
knowing with cunning wickedness the 
susceptibility of the undeveloped mind 
to these insults, but who had _ not 
the courage to come out in the open 
and reproach the eligible slackers for 
failing in their duty, and we know 
there are many, some of them even 
holding commissions in Canadian 
regiments.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter eection uf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiaion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home: 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
Btead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

The case made in this Court by the 
cespondents is that they were agents 
‘or the vendor alone and were not act- 
‘ng for the appellant whom they were 
nerely desirous of obliging in obtain- 
‘ng an option. This is however I 
think a question how far the respon- 
lents were the agents of the vendor. 
They were not properly agents for the 
sale of the property and whatever 
,uthority they may have had under 
the peculiar practise of listing property 
adopted by the respondents’ such 
authority was not excerised and they 
merely acted as middlemen to bring 
the vendor and purchaser together to 
2mable them to make their own bar- 
gain. This the parties here did, and I 
do not think the rules applicable to 
igents for sale-have application to 
the case. Sigel v. Gould, 7 Lans. 177. 

If an owner of property were to ad- 
vertise it in the newspapers for sale at 
2 fixed price and offer to pay a com- 
mission to anyone introducing a pur- 
chaser I do not suppose that anyone, 
estate agent or other, bringing the 
property to the notice of the purchaser 
could be said to become the agent of 
the vendor so that he would be under 
any obligation to inform the purchaser 
of the intended payment of a commis- 
sion; still less would the vendor he 
under any such obligation. Such .a 
case does not seem to differ materially 
from the present one. 

But if I think the respondents are 
not such agents as to bring them with- 
in the principles on which such cases 
as Hitchcock v. Sykes, 29 O.L.R. 6; 49 
S.C.R. 403, were decided, I have very 
much less doubt that they were not 
really agents of the appellant in any 
material sense. It was found by the 
trial Judge that there was nothing in 
the relationship between the parties 
amounting to agency prior to Colonel 


his wife and family. His eldest son 


had just finished his course at the Mil-

In the summer of 1912 Colonel Clark 
with his wife and two sons came _ to 
Canada and he and his wife inspected 
several farms at Red Deer and on Sep- 
tember 13, 1912, the appellant  pur- 
chased the Hepworth farm; the pur- 
chase-money being payable in instal- 
ments. Possession was taken for 
them by their eldest son Charles in 
March, 1913. The appellant joined him 
there the following month and remain- 
ed several months. ; 

On the outbreak of the warin August, 
1914, Charles Clark immediately aban- 
doned the farm and returned to Eng- 
land. Colonel Clark's retirement was 
put off on account of the war and he 
was placed in some difficulty about 
payment of the instalments of pur- 
chase-money until his retirement. The 
appellant appears to have conceived a 
dislike of the property and of the peo- 
ple of Red Deer. 

In 1912 land values at Red Deer and 
many other places were very inflated 
but in 1913 a collapse occurred and the 
war, in the following year put an end 
to all speculations in real estate. There 
can be no doubt from the evidence that 
Colonel Clark became very much in- 
terested in the possibilities of fortune- 
making which he thought were open in 
dealing with land at Red Deer and his 
purchase of the Hepworth farm was, I 
think, largely with a view to the spec- 
ulative prospects it was supposed and 
perhaps rightly to possess. 

There were therefore more reasons 
than one which might have rendered

Since the adjournment of this Court 
I have read very carefully the whole of 
the evidence and in my opinion the 
case so made entirely fails. It mainly 
rests upon the evidence of the appel- 
lant and that, I think, was wholly un- 
reliable. 

In the course of the trial, however, it 
developed that the Hepworth farm was, 
at the time of the sale to the appellant, 
listed with the defendant's firm who 
were subsequently paid by the vendor 
a. commission of 5 per cent. for the in- 
troduction of the purchaser. Of this 
fact the Clarks profess to have been 
ignorant until it appeared from the 
evidence given in the case. 

At the trial (9 W.W.R. 802) judgment 
was given for the plaintiff setting aside 
the agreement of sale on the ground 
that the defendant firm had acted as 
her agent without disclosing the fact 
that they were the vendor's agents. 
That, however, was insufficient for it 
could have been no ground for decree- 
ing rescission of the contract against 
an innocent vendor. 

Chief Justice Harvey in his dissent- 
ing judgment (10 Alta.

It 
would be going to extravagant lengths 
to hold that the rendering of such 
gratuitous service on request necessar- 
ily established an agency for the party 
asking it. I suppose this verbal op- 
tion as it has been called was not worth 
much even to bind Hepworth and of 
course bound the Clarks to nothing. On 
their return they went again to the 
property, met Mr. Hepworth and had a 
long discussion with him. The appel- 
lant was asked in examination: 

Q. Was there any more conversa- 
tion there at the time at the farm ? 
A. There must have been lots. of 
conversations, you know. 

Q. Was there anything said about 
price? A. Oh, yes, my husband 
asked if he would take less for it and 
he said no. 

Col. Clark referring to the same in- 
terview says: “And then we talked 
about the price of the land.” 

Bearing in mind that the property 
was listed with the respondents at a 
selling-price of $100 an acre and that 
on the first visit to the farm Mr. Hep- 
worth said in reply to Mr. Chadsey 
that he was not then anxious to sell 
but that if he did he would not take a 
cent less than $100 an acre, I do not 
suppose Col. Clark expected Mr. Chad- 
sey to endeavor to get any reduction 
in the price when he asked him to se- 
cure the farm for $100 an acre or less 
and as Mr. Chadsey did not bind him 
to anything at all it really seems to 
me immaterial. The appellant, it may 
be noted in her evidence, says: “That 
is why we sent that wire and_ said 
‘secure.’ She was of course mistaken 
in supposing it was a wire as we have 
the letter Col. Clark wrote, but I 
think it shows that all they meant was 


perty* for ‘them at the price which the 
vendor: had himself.told them: a.-few 
days before was the lowest price that 
he would consider and that’ it. never 
entered into their minds that they 


for them as confidential agent and pur- 
chase the property for them onthe lowe 
est terms he. could bargain for. 

it is moreover impossible to suppose 
that the Clarks believed that the firm 
was carrying on a gratuitous business 
and ‘since they: never. paid- nor, appar- 
ently ever expected to pay anything for 
the respondents’ -work- in connection 
with the transaction, they must, or at 
any .rate must be persumed to have 
known, that the ~respondents . would 
have to look to the vendor to be. .re- 
munerated in some-way either; by a 
commission on the sale or otherwise 
which is immaterial, ' 

Speaking of another of his transac- 
tions at Red Deer, Col. Clark, in~ his 
evidence, . says: . “The whole: thing 
shows what a juggins I was;" but 
making every allowance for hig and 
his wife's ignorance of business mat- 
ters and for the sympathy which she 
conceived ‘should have existed between 
herself as a Primrose Dame and the 
respondent Michener as leader of the 
Conservative party. in Alberta I do not. 
think they can be heard to say that 
they would not have made the purchase 
If they had known of the intended pay- 
ment tothe respondents of the com- 
mission which was all the remunera- 
tion they had for their trouble nad as- 
sistance in bringing the parties  to- 
gether. Undoubtedly I think if they 
had had express notice of the arrange- 
ment they would have acquiesced in 
it. 

It has been held that real-estate bro- 
kers merely employed as middlemen to 
bring vendors and purchasers together 
may charge commission toboth parties. 

Finally I point out that the Clarks 
visited and went all over the house and 
farm buildings and inspected the farm’ 
as much as they pleased and as much 
as there was any use in persons ignor- 
ant of farming doing; met the vendor, 
made many enquiries of him and learn- 
ed the lowest price he would consider. 
They left Red Deer and went to Van- 
couver where they met an acquaint- 
ance who was connected with large 
speculative enterprises then proposed 
to be started in Red Deer, They had am- 
ple time for considerations apart from 
the respondents and from Vancouver 
sent off an urgent request to the re- 
spondents to secure the farm pending 
their return to Red Deer a few days 
later. They visited the farm again, 
met the vendor and his family and 
tried to obtain a reduction in the price 
but eventually entered into the agree- 
ment for purchase, 

There is nothing to show that the 
price which was that at which the pro- 
perty had been listed before they ap- 
peared on the scene at all was in any 
way excessive, on the contrary it seems 
to have been a very fair price under 
the then prevailing conditions. They 
obtained what they wanted, namely,a 
home in which they could reside, as 
Col. Clark in his letter says, for a time 
at any rate, with the confident expec- 
tation of being able to dispose of it at 
a profit owing to the then rising values 
of land in the vicinity. The dissap- 
pointment of this expectation can be 
no reason for avoiding the  conse- 
quences of the risk inevitably at- 
tached to any such: speculation. 

_ They cannot be said to have paid too 

much by the amount of the commis- 
sion paid by the vendor to the respon- 
dents for if the latter had not been 
paid in this way they must certainly 
have been entitled to a commission 
from the purchaser which would have 
amounted to the same thing to her. 

No deception or misrepresentation 
was practised upon them with regard 
to the property. Mr. Chadsey being 
asked if he was hiding anything from 
them answered “there was nothing to 
hide,” and certainly nothing appears to 
have been hidden. 

The appellants’ counsel in their fac- 
tum say: 

Chadsey learned among other 
things how much money the Clarks 
had or what property which could be 
turned into money and, as will be 
seen, entered upon a successful at- 
tempt to relieve them of the whole of 
it. : 

It-is a most improper remark which 
there is nothing in the case to justify. 
The appellant and her husband say 
that the first thing they told the re- 
spondents on introducing themselves 
to them was the amount of money they 
each had and that the appellant “wish- 
ed to spend hers entirely on a home 
but that he would invest his.” 

The appeal should be dismissed with 
costs. 

Davies, J—I concur, but not without 
doubt, in dismissing this appeal with 
costs. 

Idington, J. (dissenting)—I think 
this appeal should be allowed and the 
judgment of the learned trial Judge as 
against the respondents Hepworth, 
Michener, Carscallen & . Company, 
should be restored with costs through- 
out. 

Duff, J.—This appeal should be dis- 
missed with costs. (No reasons’ for 
judgment have been delivercd by Mr. 
Justice Duff, but they will be handed 
out later and, in that event, will be re- 
ported separately.) 

Anglin, J.—In this action the plain- 
tiff seeks rescission of a contract for 
the purchase of a farm in the province 
of Alberta and claims damages because 
of alleged misrepresentations by the 
vendor's agents as to its value and re- 
lative situation and because, while pro- 
fessing to act in a confidential relation 
to the plaintiff and her husband, they 
either actively misrepresented or at 
least wilfully and with fraudulent in- 
tent concealed, their relations with the 
vendor. The trial Judge found in the 
plaintiff's favor on the ground of con- 
cealment of the agency, granted  res- 
cission of the sale and ordered payment 
by the vendor and the firm of real- 
estate agents of the money paid on 
account of the purchase-price. 

The learned Judge made no explicit 
finding in regard to the alleged misre- 
presentations as to the value and the 
relative location of the property, but 
his failure to do so coupled with his 
disallowance of costs incurred in call- 
ing witnesses as to the value is signifi- 
cant, and, I think, sufficiently indi- 
cates his view to haye been that the 
Plaintiff had failed on that branch of 
her case. The purchase was made in 
September, 1912, This action was not

The learned trial 
Judge found, I think: properly, that ‘“‘no 
relationship amounting to agency was 
established between the Clarks and the

{ concur in his inference from what 
occurred.on the occasion of the Clarks’ 


first visit to Red Deer, about the mid- 


dle of August, 1912, that no confiden- 
tial ‘relation of any sort then existed 
between them and the defendant firm. 
On the contrary, unless they were utter 
simpletons (a conclusion - which . the 
evidence scarcely warrants) from all 
that took place the Clarks must have 
realized that the defendant firm ‘was 
interested in selling the Hepworth 
farm to them, and, knowing what its 
business was, it is hardly conceivable 
that they imagined that interest to be 
purely philanthropic, They. must have 
known that as agents, who made their 
livelihood by earning commissions, on 
the sale and purchase.of real estate for 
clients, Michener, Carscallen & Co. 
would expect payment for their ser- 
vices. Nothing of the kind was offered 
by or sought from them. They knew 
that on other purchases made by Col. 
Clark through that firm he had not 
paid commissions. They knew that 
commissions were offered by owners 
in the locality for the sale of their pro- 
perties, Col. Clark in his evidence 
very naively says of Chadsey, the 
member of the defendant firm with 
whom he dealt, that he “Indicated in 
various ways” that he “was wanting 
us to purchase the Hepworth farm.” 
While the Clarks may have been un- 
aware that ‘Hepworth had actually 
listed his farm with Michener, Cars- 
callen & Co., the facts in evidence in- 
dicate to me with reasonable certainty 
that they knew that that firm had a 
pecuniary interest in the sale of it, 
which, since it was not supplied by 
them as purchasers, must have come 
from the owner. They did not trouble 
to Jenquire as to its nature or extent. 
The cases of Great West-ins. Co. of 
New York v. Cunliffe, L.R. 9 Ch. 625; 
43 LJ. Ch. 741, and Baring y. Stanton, 


3 Ch. D, 602; 35 L.T. 652; seem to be - 


point. 

While under these circumstances 
the writing of the Vancouver letter of 
August 28 to Michener, Carscallen & 
Co., asking them to secure the farm 
from Hepworth “at $100 an acre’ or 
less’ may indicate a lack of apprecia- 
tion by the Clarks of the role of the 
real-estate agent, unless prior confi- 
dential relationship between them and 
the defendant firm is assumed, I find 
nothing in it which is inconsistent with 
knowledge by them that the defendant 
firm expected to be paid by Hepworth 
if it should find a purchaser for his 
farm. I can readily conceive of peo- 
ple like the Clarks writing such a 
letter to the known agents of the ven- 
dor. This letter was not made use of 
to commit the Clarks to any contract. 
They returned to Red Deer in Septem- 
ber and did their own bargaining with 
Hepworth which resulted in their pur- 
chasing his farm. : : 

To present an analysis of the evi- 
dence would serve no good purpose. As 
a& whole it does not convince me that 
the Clarks regarded Michener, Cars- 
callen & Co. as holding towards them 
any confidential or fiduciary relation- 
ship which would involve duties incon- 
sistent with those they owed to the 
vendor, Hepworth, or would disqualify 
them from receiving’ an undisclosed 
commission from him for finding a 
purchaser for his farm; and it leaves 
me under the impression that, not- 
withstanding their denials, the Clarks 
knew that Michener, Carscallen & Co, 
expected remuneration for their ser- 
vices from Hepworth. I am further of 
the opinion that had conditionsin the 
Northwest remained as thoy wore vrhen 
the Clarks bought the Hepworth pro- 
perty, and had their son, on whom they 
relied to help them carry on the farm, 
not abandoned it on the outbreak of the 
war, they would not have attempted 
to repudiate their contract and this ac- 
tion would never have been brought. 
Moreover the delay in repudiation and 
taking action is not satisfactorily ac- 
counted for. 

I would dismiss the appeal,

GERMAN SUBMARINE. 
‘GREWS-MUTINY AND 


MUTINY SAID TO HAVE SPREAD 
‘TO SOME CRUISERS STATIONED: 
AT KIEL, THE GERMAN NAVAL 
BASE.

London, Jan. 17.—A mutiny among 
submarine crews at the German naval 


in an Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Geneva. Thirty-eight officers 
Gre said to have been killed. 

The Geneva dispatch quotes advices 
Teceived there from Basel giving de- 
tails concerning the mutiny. It is 
stated to have been begun by sub- 
marine crews and subsequently to 
have spread to portions of cruisers 
stationed at Kiel. 

Some of the men who joined in the 
attack on the officers took part in-the 
earlier mutiny at-Kiel, the dispatch re- 
ports. It adds: 

“Although the mutiny was local, it 
shows that the German naval men are 
dissatisfied, especially in the submar- 
ine service, as the number of boats re- 
turning to German ports is decreas- 
ing every month.” 

There have been various reports in 
the last few months of mutinous out- 
breaks in the German navy and also 
in the Austrian navy.

COLD IN NEW YORK. - 


The New York Times, speaking of 
the cold wave which visited that city 
lately says: Be 

“The greatness of the affliction has 
not been due to the fact that on one of 
these days the mercury in the ther- 
mometers fell to a lower point than 
was ever reached before in all the 
years durng which the government 
has kept a record here. 

The breaking of our meteorological 
record by a few degrees was nterest- 
ng rather than important. The, real 
seriousness of our situation has come 
from the long continuance of a tem- 
perature close to zero. That of course 
would not be called at all alarming up 
in Canada, in Maine, or even in the 
northern part of our own state—it 
would be, indeed, only usual winter 
weather, and everybody being pre- 
pared for it, nobody would mind it at 
all. Here the case is different. 

Owing to the greater humidity of 
our air, 10 degrees above zero has a 
sharper nip for us than 20 below has 
at Saranac or 40 below in Ottawa or 
Winnipeg, and when it lasts for more 
than a week the cold has a cumulative 
effect. Each day seems to be, and is, 
more trying to endurance than its pre- 
decessor, and even more trying than 
the cold itself, perhaps, has been the 
persistent anxiety about tomorrow's 
supply of fuel. Anticipated woes were 
thus added to the pains of the passing 
moment, and the ever-present thought 
that perhaps the worst was still to 
come has not conduced to cheerful- 
ness or philosophy. 

Like a cloud, too, there has hung 
over us all the time the knowledge 
that when the cold decreased—if ever 
it did—there would be a snow storm, 
probably of proportionate severity. 
And big snowstorms, in a city that 
puts all its trust, winter as well as 
summer, in wheels, have none of the 
redeeming virtues that lumbermen 
and well-housed poets find in them.” 

The Edmonton Journal, in speaking 
of this article, says: The snowstorm 
that the Times forecasted has been 
delayed about a week, but its results 
have, from all accounts, been quite as 
serious as it anticipated. The testi- 
mony of the New York paper that ten 
above is worse in that city than forty 
below with us is most valuable.

CANADA TO HAVE 
STANDARD BREAD 


Ottawa, Jan. 17.—Canada is to have 
standard flour and standard bread. 
The date on which the new order will 
go into effect has not yet been fixed 
but Hon. W. J. Hanna, food controller, 
definitely announced tonight that a 
date would soon be named after which 
Canadian mills will not be permitted 
to use more than 265 pounds of 
spring wheat or more than 275 pounds 
of winter wheat to produce 196 pounds 
of flour. This will give standard 
grades of spring wheat and _ winter 
wheat flour for all Canada, and no mill 
will be allowed to manufacture flour 
of a lower extraction than the stand- 
ard. By making available a larger 
part of the wheat berry for human 
consumption and by stopping the man- 
ufacture of patent flour, a consider- 
able saving of wheat for export to the 
Allied nations will be affected. More- 
over, a uniform extraction will be es- 
tablished which may be increased if 
considered advisable. 


A STANDARD LOAF. 


The food controller is also making 
arrangements for a standard loaf of 
bread from the standard flour. He 
has written to millers, wholesale flour 
dealers, wholesale grocers, retail flour 
dealers and retail grocers, emphasiz- 
ing the necessity of discouraging 
hoarding of flour. It is pointed out 
that the new regulations will not les- 
sen the quantity available for con- 
sumption in the Dominion. 

The standard flour will be of high 
quality and will be quite as palatable 
as the patents, and even more con- 
ducive to health.

Heavy trains with picked 
troops ceaselessly roll through Bel- 
gium. Practically’ all the civilian 
trains are suspended. The same is 
true in northern France, from Armen- 
tieres to Douai. ~ 


PROFESS AMAZEMENT. 


“Even German observers, long ac- 
customed to these swift and colossal 
shiftings, confess amazement over the 
extent of current movements, and 
sober military critics with awe repeat 
the phrase: “Now comes the year of 
Armageddon.” German civil circles 
do not expect the offensve before 
the end of January or the middle of 
February because of the vastness of 
preparations. Capt. Norregaard says: 

“It will be a struggle which even 
for those emerging victorious, if vic- 
tors there are to be, will cost so much 
viood that it will weaken them for 
decades.” 


HESITATE ‘0 START IT. 


“He adds, in his vivid style, “But 
it seems as if the fighters themselves 
hesitate to begin the witches’ dance 
for which the instruments are tun.

REPORTED GOVERNMENT WILL 

TAKE CONTROL OF ALL 
RAILWAYS. 


Toronto, Jan. 16.—“I hear in Ottawa 
that the government is going to take 
over all railways,” said Col. E E. 
Clarke, of Ottawa, director of supply 
and transport for the Canadian forces, 
who is in Toronto today on official 
business. 

“They do give us right-of-way on 
all railways, but I think that the gov- 
ernment control will make troop move- 
ments easier. 

“IT have not heard anything definite 
on the subject yet, and I suppose that 
the duration of the war will have a 
lot to do with it.” 


A young Smear “in. the US: navy 
had been -courtmartialled for being 
drunk. “Strong pressure was brought 
to. bear on Mr.: Daniels, the Secretary 
of the Navy, to pardon him, which he 
refused to. do on the ground that the 
good of the Service forbade leniency.: 

A friend of the disgraced man re- 
plied, “Yes, now: that he is 2 »rodvct 
of your system, you have turned him 
out in disgrace.” The lad entered the 
navy from_.a home where liquors were 
banned, not knowing their taate. Seven 
years in the service had made a tre- 
mendous change. He had learn2d to 
think it cowardly, to turn down his 


glass, and that mess was scarcely com- 


plete or-.courteous without drinking. 
His- ruin followed. Investigation 
found that these statements were all 
true,and that. there were other breach- 
es of discipline. because the men had 
been trained wrong. The time had 
come when the navy would be needed 
at its best as never before. So the 
Secretary issued the order prohibiting 
the use of intoxicating drinks by offi- 
cers aboard naval. vessels. 2 

A storm of opposition arose. Officers 
felt they were being treated ignobly: 
Cartoonists made sport of it, and the 
personal liberty people and_ all 
the allied tribes tried to make the or- 
der ridiculous. The order, however, 
was not revoked, but was followed by 
a law of the United States making it 
an offense to sell or give liquor to any 
man in the unfform of the service. 

An admiral, whose name makes him 
famous, speaking to the Secretary, 
said “I have opportunity to observe 
the feeling of the officers. My own 
opinion is that the wine-mess order is 
the wisest thing you have done as 
Secretary, and if the future were com- 
mitted today to the officers of the 
fleet, the wine-mess would never be 
restored.” 

If men in the hardship of war-time 
naval service do not need drink to 
comfort them, it can scarcely be ag- 
reed that men on land need it.

ALL INDUSTRIES NOT 
PRODUCING FOOD MUST 
CLOSE TO SAVE FUEL 


FUEL FAMINE SO SERIOUS THAT 
CLOSING OF ALL PLANTS IS 
ORDERED TO CONSERVE COAL; 
ORDER APPLIIES TO ALL TERRI- 
TORY EAST OF THEMISSISSIPPI 
RIVER AND INCLUDES MINNE- 
SOTA AND LOUISIANA 


Washington, January 16.—Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield issued an order 
tonight closing down for five days 
every manufacturing plant in the Uni- 
ted States except those producing food 
as a means of meeting the fuel famine. 
This order goes into effect tomorrow 
and applies to all war industries as 
well aa the non-essentials. 

The administration will close down 
all manufacturing industries, except- 
ing those producing food, on every 
Monday for a period of 10 weeks. 

The order applies to all states east 
of the Mississippi river and to the 
states of Minnesota and Louisiana. 

Office buildings may be heated dur- 
ing the five day period to prevent 


freezing, bit on the Monday holiday, 


they must be closed down. Newspap- 
ers will be permitted to use heat for 
but one edition @ day. 

It applies to both morning and even- 
ing papers. Banks and trust comrpan- 
fes are not inclu led mn the order us 
less the governments of the states 
specifically declare that they shall he 
included. 

The order makes allowance for any 
industry which might be put out of 
business by permitting it to keep its 
plant heated, but the plant will not be 
allowed to run. 


[AVIATORS WN BOMBING : 


R.F.C. CADETS TAKE COURSE IN 
BOMBING AT TORONTO 
UNIVERSITY. 


So rapid has been the advance maie 
during the last two years in aerial 
warfare that every aviator now irain- 
ed by the Royal Flying Corps is put 
through a course covering many phas- 
es of work. Not the least interesting 
branch of his studies comes under the 
heading “Bombs” and. “Bomb-sight- 
ing.” Indeed the fascination and the 
skill this work involves, no less than 
the exigencies of aerial warfare, have 
made bombing a highly specialized 
branch of the service. At the school 
of Military Aeronautics, which is lo- 
cated at The Toronto University, the 
facilities provided for training cadets 
in aerial bombing are unusually elab- 
orate. 

In aiming to hit a given target with 
his bomb the aviator has to take into 
consideration his altitude, the speed 
at which he is travelling, the weight 
of his bomb and the wind’s power of 
deflection. ‘This is a matter of nice 
calculaton. He cannot aim a bomb as 
he would a gun. So he must release 


the bomb when the aeroplane reaches: 


the right spot. To aid him in calcu- 
lating this, he has a bomb sighting 
device. At the school of military aer- 
onautics he learns thoroughly the use 
of this device from both the theoreti- 


cal and practical standpoint. 


For training cadets in bomb drop- 
ping a model aeroplane has been con- 
structed, beneath which moves a tar- 
get painted to represent the appear- 
ance of the earth from 4,000 feet. This 
target is electrically operate]. The 
cadet by using the “foy-stick” and 
rudder controls of the model aero- 
plane, which is stationary, moves the 
target instead of the machine. This 
gives the exact effect of mancuvring 
the aeroplane for position above an 


‘|actual target as seen from the air. 


Objectives can be clearly marked on 
this target with chalk. When the 
cadet has sighted his given objective, 
he releases a miniature “bomb" which 
indfcutes whether he has sighted ac- 
curately or not. By this novel ar- 
rangement he can gain much practice 
in bomb-sighting, and Gevelop both 
judgment and skill under conditions, 
which, though artificial, appproximate 
very closely to actual bomb-dropping 
from the air. 

The various types of bombs and 
their uses form a study in themselves. 
Cadets at the school of military aero- 
nautics are shown the construction of 
each different type, with bombs which 
have sections cut away. They are 
also taught how to handle these dead- 
ly weapons in safety, and effectively.
